It  started  with  a re-enactment  of  our  1st  town  meeting  on  April 
18th,  1985.  On  April  20th  we  had  our  Anniversary  Ball  which  was 
attended  by  322  people  and  was  a huge  success.  Last  weekend,  we  had 
our  2nd  Annual  Festival  on  the  Common  which  also  was  a huge 
success. 

Upcoming  events  include: 

May  19th.  Ecumenical  Service  — Berkley  Congregational  Church.  7 
P.M. 
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June  16th.  Firemen’s  Muster  will  be  held  on  the  Berkley  Common. 
It  will  begin  around  11  a.m.  and  at  least  17  communities  will  compete 
in  various  contest  of  skill.  Food  and  drink  will  be  available  for  sale. 
This  event  is  sponsored  by  the  Berkley  Firemen’s  Association. 

July  27th.  Softball  Marathon  — at  the  American  Legion  field  on 
Myricks  Street.  This  event  is  organized  by  the  Berkley  Athletic 
Association.  Various  organizations  and  town  departments  are  form- 
ing softball  teams  to  compete  against  each  other.  Admission  Free. 

August  1 1th.  Concert  on  the  Common.  An  assortment  of  music  will 
be  played  to  suit  all  age  groups  and  preferences.  The  following  groups 
will  perform.  Swansea  Community  Band,  Georgie  the  Four  Eyed  Bear 
for  the  Children,  The  Newsowns,  and  Human  Figure  Rock  Band. 
Some  food  will  be  available  for  sale  but  you  are  welcome  to  bring  a 
picnic  lunch.  Admission  free. 

September  21st.  Field  Day  on  the  Common  — games  for  children  to 
compete  for  prizes.  The  Berkley  P.T.O.  will  organize  that  day.  Free 
Admission. 

September  28th.  A Variety  Show  will  be  held  at  the  Berkley  Middle 
School. 

October  12th  & 13th.  Living  History  Weekend.  The  Third  Regiment 
Bristol  County  Brigade  and  the  Bourbonnais  Regiment  will  host  an 
18th  Century  Camp  and  Battle  reenactment  on  the  Common.  Camps 
will  be  open  to  the  public  at  selected  times  for  viewing.  They  will  be 
doing  this  at  no  cost  to  the  town  except  we  must  provide  food  for  them 
to  cook  18th  century  style  for  about  150  people  for  one  meal.  If 
anyone  would  like  to  donate  meat  or  vegetables,  please  contact  Donna 
Benoit  or  myself  at  any  time.  We  also  need  bales  of  hay. 

October  20th.  250th  Anniversary  parade  will  be  held  at  1 p.m.  Our 
finale  will  be  a parade  approximately  2 hours  long  covering  a 2 mile 
route  through  the  center  of  town.  Later  that  evening,  shortly  after 
dusk,  there  will  be  a massive  fireWorks  display  as  our  celebration 
comes  to  an  end. 

Sometime  the  weekend  of  October  20th  we  will  bury  a time  capsule. 
Anyone  in  town  may  put  what  they  wish  in  the  capsule.  Of  course  it 
has  to  be  non-biodegradable.  It  will  be  raised  in  25  years  from  that 
date. 
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We  also  have  a commemorative  booklet  which  includes  a little 
history,  names  and  places,  a map  and  information  of  Berkley.  It  is  on 
sale  for  $.50  a booklet  if  anyone  is  interested. 

On  October  1st  our  town  and  school  buildings  will  be  decorated 
with  red,  white  and  blue  buntings.  If  anyone  is  interested  in  having 
their  home  decorated  it  is  $30.00  and  you  can  either  see  Donna  Benoit 
or  myself. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  organiza- 
tions, town  departments  and  all  interested  Berkley  citizens  who  have 
supported  us  tremendously  both  with  their  time  and  financial  support.

Article  1.  It  was  voted  to  hear  the  Selectmen  present  the  Citizen  of  the 
Year  Awards. 


HUGH  KENWORTHY 

This  year’s  recipient  of  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  for 
Community  Service  moved  to  Berkley  in  1968  upon  his  retirement 
from  government  service  in  Cuba  as  a civilian  naval  planner  and 
estimator.  He  graduated  from  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School  and 
worked  in  the  area  army  camps  (Myles  Standish  and  Edwards)  during 
World  War  II.  He  has  4 children,  21  grandchildren  and  24  great 
grandchildren.  His  oldest  daughter,  Joan,  was  Citizen  of  the  Year  in 
1982.  It  seems  that  involvement  in  the  community  is  a family  trait! 

He  was  a very  active  member  of  Christs  Church  in  Swansea.  He  has 
served  as  a Registrar  of  Voters  in  neighboring  Swansea. 
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He  is  an  original  member  of  the  Council  on  Aging  and  has  been 
chairman  of  this  group  since  1973,  a total  of  12  years!  He  has  also 
been  a member  of  several  senior  citizen  groups  including  the  Happy 
Hearts  of  Berkley. 

He  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  male  member  of  the  Senior 
Sweethearts,  a volunteer  entertainment  group  for  the  greater  Taunton 
area.  He  has  sang  in  the  Berkley  Congregational  Choir;  been  Past 
Master  of  the  Dighton  Rock  Grange  and  Present  Chaplin. 

Retirement  is  certainly  busy  for  this  man,  Berkley’s  Citizen  of  the 
Year  for  Community  Service,  Hugh  Kenworthy. 


MONICA  FRANCISCO  and  DONNA  BENOIT 

In  1983,  the  town  meeting  approved  the  formation  of  a committee 
for  the  purpose  of  planning  a commemorative  of  celebration  for  the 
town’s  250th  anniversary.  Over  the  past  2 years,  this  group  has  spon- 
sored several  events  and  functions  in  order  to  inspire  a community 
spirit  within  the  town.  These  have  included  2 Festivals  on  the 
Common,  a fireman’s  muster,  a Miss  Berkley  pageant,  an  anniversary 
ball,  a re-enactment  of  the  1st  Town  Meeting,  band  concerts,  and 
community  softball  and  field  tournaments.  Still  to  come  are  a colonial 
encampment  and  battle  on  the  Common  this  weekend  and  a parade 
and  fireworks  on  October  20. 

This  string  of  events  has  been  supported  by  many  organizations 
within  the  town,  with  several  groups  sponsoring  different  phases  of 
the  activities.  The  reaction  to  the  various  festivities  has  been  well 
received  throughout  the  area,  and  it  appears  that  a sense  of 
community  pride  has  descended  upon  Berkley. 

Our  town  is  often  spoken  of  in  a humorous  vein  due  to  our  relative- 
ly small  size  compared  to  that  of  our  neighboring  communities. 
However,  as  a result  of  the  people  within  the  town  refusing  to  accept 
the  notion  that  because  we  are  small  we  are  insignificant,  it  has  been 
evident  that  our  community  is  capable  of  standing  tall. 

Any  movement  must  have  its  leaders,  and  the  “Spirit  of  Berkley’’ 
feeling  is  no  exception.  Since  the  inception  of  the  250th  Anniversary 
Committee,  there  have  been  two  people  at  the  forefront  of  all  our 
activities.  These  individuals  have  been  almost  full  time  cheerleaders 
for  Berkley,  they  have  been  interviewed  by  newspapers,  radio,  and 
television  stations,  they  have  been  visible  both  in  front  of  and  behind 
the  scenes  of  all  phases  of  the  celebration,  and  they  are  in  large  part 
responsible  for  the  well  orchestrated  chain  of  events  we  have  seen  in 
the  past  2 years. 
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No  one  has  done  more  to  instill  community  pride  within  the  people 
of  Berkley  than  the  individuals  we  honor  tonight,  the  co-chairwoman 
of  our  250th  Anniversary  Committee.  It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to 
present  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  for  government  service  to 
Monica  Francisco  and  Donna  Benoit.

New  regulations  for  removal  of  gravel  added  to  our  present 
regulations: 

Fees:  Operating  Fee  to  be  $.08  (8  cents)  per  yard  removed.  Fee  to  be 
paid  annually  in  advance.  Operator  is  responsible  for  estimating 
annual  removal  before  permit  or  renewal  is  granted.  Any 
overestimates  may  be  applied  to  next  year’s  fees  and  underestimates 
must  be  paid  before  removal. 
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Bonds:  A performance  bond  of  $5,000.00  (Five  Thousand  Dollars) 
per  acre  of  operation  will  be  required.  Bonds  must  be  presented  to  the 
Board  before  any  operations  begin  and  shall  remain  in  force  until  such 
time  as  the  Board  finds  that  operation  is  complete  and  has  been 
restored  to  a useable  condition  and  all  operating  fees  have  been  paid 
to  the  Town. 

Engineering  Requirements: 

Plot  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a Registered  Professional  Civil 
Engineer  or  Land  Surveyor. 

Plans  to  contain  a topography  showing  the  present  contour  and 
proposed  final  contour.  Contour  lines  to  be  shown  at  2 foot 
intervals. 

All  boundary  lines  to  be  clearly  shown  on  the  plan  and 
permanent  boundary  markers  placed  on  the  site. 

Elevation  of  water  table  to  be  established  and  no  excavation  to 
be  below  7 feet  above  the  water  table. 

Plan  to  show  relationship  to  and  existing  wetlands  and/or 
floodplain. 

A final  topographical  survey  shall  be  required  to  finalize 
operating  fees  before  bond  is  released  on  a closed  operation. 

Inspections: 

Annual  inspection  shall  be  done  by  all  Board  members  before 
renewal  is  granted. 

Periodic  inspections  shall  be  done  by  a committee  of  3 (three) 
appointed  by  the  Board.  At  least  2 members  are  required  to  be 
present  to  make  an  inspection  valid. 

Applicability  of  Regulations: 

Any  removal  of  over  20  (twenty)  yards  of  material  from  a site  or 
construction  site  shall  require  a determination  of  applicability  of 
Soil  Removal  By-Law  and  Regulations  by  the  Soil  Conservation 
Board  or  its  Designee. 

All  exceptions  that  are  provided  by  By-Law  or  General  Laws 
shall  be  honored.

Various  teams  from  Town  competed  and  the  winner  was 
the  250th  Anniversary  Team!  (Special  thanks  to  Rick  Gamache). 

Concerts  on  the  Common  was  held  on  a hot  Sunday  afternoon  in 
August.  The  afternoon  was  filled  with  a variety  of  music  that  pleased 
those  of  all  ages.  The  Newsowns,  a group  of  talented  musicians  from 
Fall  River  were  the  hit  of  the  afternoon.  There  was  plenty  of  food  and 
drink  available.  All  in  all  it  was  a lovely  way  to  spend  a summer  after- 
noon. (Special  thanks  to  the  Berkley  Lions  and  Lioness  Clubs). 

September  brought  a Field  Day  that  was  organized  by  the  Berkley 
PTO.  Children  of  all  ages  participated  in  a variety  of  events  including 
a pie  eating  contest!  (Special  thanks  to  Susan  Stiller  and  Linda  Rose). 

October  was  the  final  month  of  our  celebration.  We’re  sure  many  of 
you  noticed  the  signs  of  a celebration  all  over  town.

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Berkley  Public  Library  hold  their 
meetings  at  the  library  with  board  members  in  attendance.  The  library 
continues  to  serve  the  primary  school  children  in  grades  K through  3 
on  a weekly  basis.  The  Children’s  Room  in  the  basement  still  grows 
slowly  and  presently  is  sharing  space  with  the  town  clerk. 

The  trustees  continue  with  an  ever  present  problem  with  vandalism 
to  the  building  with  loitering  being  prevalent  at  various  times  of  the 
year.

On  June  30,  1986  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  twenty-seven  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of 
Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year  round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending 
fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding — To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult 
mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain- 
filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program — To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to 
their  type  and  number  — a program  necessary  in  encephalitis 
surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine 
what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct 
mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their 
favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the 
people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the 
biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  condi- 
tions present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three 
different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  in- 
sure that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce 
mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state 
certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on 
pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 
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In  sensitive  areas  such  as  where  bees  are  kept,  no  spraying  will  take 
place  provided  we  are  made  aware  of  these  areas.  All  spray  trucks 
have  a list  of  beekeepers  which  is  continually  updated  but  with  more 
people  keeping  bees,  it  would  be  very  helpful  if  those  people  would 
notify  our  office.  Also,  any  person  that  has  a sensitivity  to  pesticides 
and  does  not  want  their  property  sprayed  should  contact  either  our 
office  or  notify  the  town  or  city  clerk  before  April  1st  and  we  shall 
honor  their  request. 

The  1985  mosquito  season  got  underway  a little  late  this  year  due  to 
many  swamp  areas  being  dry  most  of  the  winter  and  early  spring.  It 
was  late  spring  before  enough  rain  fell  to  cause  the  dry  areas  to  flood 
and  become  breeding  sites  for  mosquitos.  During  a normal  season  we 
are  spraying  in  early  May.  This  year  our  adult  mosquito  spraying  did 
not  start  until  mid-June. 

Our  light  trap  mosquito  surveillance  program  was  setup  the  first 
week  in  June.  Light  trap  data  keeps  us  abreast  of  areas  of  high 
mosquito  infestation  and  the  types  of  mosquitos  present.  This  data  is 
supplied  to  the  virus  lab  and  our  spray  crews  on  a daily  basis  to  keep 
them  informed  of  mosquito  activity. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water 
management  projects.  At  this  time,  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris 
from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a better  flow  of 
water  from  normally  wet  areas.  A total  of  1,215  feet  of  brush  was  cut 
from  ditches  and  1,615  feet  of  existing  drainage  ditch  cleaned  of 
debris. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Berkley 
for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serv- 
ing them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to 
what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or 
just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FISCAL  YEAR  1985 


The  Finance  Committee  is  comprised  of  nine  appointed  members 
and  is  established  by  and  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  provi- 
sions of  article  seven  of  the  Town  By-laws  and  draws  additional 
powers  from  certain  statutes  in  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The 
function  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  an  advisory  one.  It  is  our  duty  to 
investigate  every  matter  to  be  brought  before  the  voters  in  the  form  of 
an  article  on  the  warrant  of  a town  meeting  and  then  to  advise  the 
people  based  on  our  findings.  In  addition,  the  Finance  Committee 
controls  the  funds  in  the  Reserve  Account  which  are  to  be  used  for 
emergencies  or  unforseen  expenses.  Eighteen  transfers  of  funds  from 
the  Reserve  Account  totaling  $18,062.73  were  made  in  1985. 

In  Fiscal  1985  the  Fincom  met  more  than  a dozen  times  to  prepare 
its  recommendations  for  articles  on  the  warrants  of  two  special  town 
meetings  and  the  annual  town  meeting.  It  is  noteworthy  that  Berkley, 
in  its  250th  year,  voted  appropriations  over  two  million  dollars  for  the 
first  time.  Your  Fincom  was  instrumental  in  introducing  the  modified 
omnibus  budget  presentation  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  increase 
efficiency  and  eliminate  much  repetitiveness.  In  1985,  the  Fincom 
authored  the  first  combined  warrant  and  finance  committee 
recommendations  for  the  annual  meeting  to  allow  those  attending  to 
follow  the  meeting  more  effectively. 

The  cooperation  of  the  town  departments  with  the  Fincom  in  1985 
was  outstanding  and  we  received  much  valuable  input  from  interested 
citizens  at  our  meetings.  The  essential  ingredient  in  our  being  able  to 
serve  you  effectively  is  the  quality  and  timeliness  of  the  information 
we  receive.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  officials  and  residents  who 
made  our  function  possible. 


During  1985  the  Town  of  Berkley  continued  its  membership  for  the 
sixteenth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a planning  and  economic  develop-

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ment  agency  formed  under  state  law  to  serve  twenty-eight 
communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  by  providing  a 
cooperative  approach  to  regional  issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a chief  elected 
official  or  designee  and  a planning  board  representative  from  each 
participating  municipality  and  six  low-income  and  minority  represen- 
tatives. Berkley’s  representatives  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Planning  Board,  respectively,  were  Lawrence  T.  Wilson,  Jr.  and  S. 
Kenneth  Woodward. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  development, 
SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through  the  free 
municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  receives  time  for  local 
projects  and  assistance  in  preparing  applications  for  federal  and  state 
funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use,  economic 
development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid  waste,  energy 
resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water  quality.  Local 
participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables  communities  to  be  eligible 
for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Berkley  this  past  year  included: 

• Land  use  inventory 

• Zoning  research 

• Berkley/Dighton  Bridge  replacement  effort 

• Population  projections  for  school  board 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year  benefiting  all 
communities  included: 

• Approval  of  over  $152  million  in  industrial  revenue  projects  in  the 
region,  creating  approximately  1,300  jobs. 

• Environmental  assessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded 
projects,  and  reviews  of  all  local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews 
are  advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  proposals  more  cost- 
effective  and  feasible. 

• The  annual  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
(OEDP)  which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  U.S. 
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Economic  Development  Administration  funding  and  a 10  percent 
bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

• The  annual  update  of  the  Transportation  Improvements  Program 
(TIP)  which  lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and 
state  funding.  A project  must  be  included  in  the  TIP  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  these  funds. 

• Conducting  a community  education  effort  on  the  safe  handling  of 
industrial  hazardous  wastes  under  a contract  with  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University. 

• SEED,  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  Corporation, 
established  and  staffed  by  SRPEDD,  provides  low-interest,  long- 
term financing  to  small  businesses  in  southeastern  Massachusetts 
through  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration’s  “503  Program’’ 
and  the  SI  million  revolving  loan  fund  established  in  1984.  In  1985 
SEED  assisted  businesses  in  total  investments  of  over  $8  million 
and  the  creation  of  over  450  new  jobs. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of 
municipalities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  pro- 
vide technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  cooperation 
among  communities,  and  provide  a comprehensive  approach  to 
issues  that  cross  local  boundaries.

BERKLEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1985 

In  January,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Joseph  Ferreira  as  a 
full  time  patrolman.  Mr.  Ferreira  attended  the  Massachusetts  Police 
Academy  where  he  graduated  first  in  his  class  in  June.  In  August,  he 
resigned  to  join  the  police  department  in  his  hometown  of  Somerset. 
Since  that  time  the  Selectmen  and  I have  worked  together  to  fill  this 
position  which  should  be  completed  during  the  first  part  of  1986. 

The  Communication  Center  handled  over  6,000  police  calls  during 
1985  of  which  3,600  required  a police  officer  to  respond.  The 
knowledge  and  efficiency  of  the  dispatchers  has  provided  the  Town 
with  the  best  service  available.  The  installation  of  the  new  Criminal 
Justice  computer  terminal  should  be  finished  in  February  of  1986  and 
this  link  will  provide  Berkley  officers  with  direct  communication  to 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the  F.B.I. 

The  two  cruisers  and  police  equipment  have  been  kept  in  service 
with  a continuous  maintenance  and  replacement  program.  Every 
police  officer  has  completed  the  required  40  hours  of  in  service  train- 
ing in  police  knowledge,  firearms  and  CPR.  Lieutenant  Ashley  and  I 
completed  the  F.B.I.  course  on  Collecting  and  Preserving  Evidence. 
The  Auxiliary  Police  continued  to  be  an  invaluable  asset  to  Berkley 
with  their  devoted  participation  in  the  250th  celebration  and  other 
events.  The  rapid  growth  rate  of  homes  in  town  and  the  increase  in 
calls  indicates  that  the  voters  must  consider  making  their  Police 
Department  a full  time  operation  by  hiring  another  patrolman  for 
after  midnight  coverage.  The  Town  also  has  to  plan  on  a public  safety 
building  in  order  to  meet  our  expanded  needs  in  handling  the  in- 
vestigations and  activity  of  a full  time  department. 

I sincerely  thank  the  police  officers  and  dispatchers  for  their  fine  ef- 
forts with  the  police  department.  Also,  my  thanks  goes  to  the  Fire 
Department,  Highway  Surveyor  and  the  members  of  those  and  other 
town  organizations  without  whose  help  many  goals  could  not  be  ac- 
complished. Through  everyones  cooperation  Berkley  will  be  a better 
and  safer  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY  ARTS

REPORT  OF  THE 

BERKLEY  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

During  1985,  the  Historical  Commission  answered  inquiries  about 
ancient  land  boundaries,  old  house  occupancy  and  genealogical 
records.

This  was  in  honor  of 
the  Berkley  Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  and  the  Bristol 
County  Tercentenary.  The  program  was  dedicated  to  those  towns- 
people who  from  1900  had  carried  on  the  traditions  of  the  early  set- 
tlers. Former  residents  were  among  the  guests  who  came  to  renew  their 
family  ties  and  to  view  the  exhibit  of  early  photographs  and  historical 
memorabilia.  This  Day  of  Remembrance  was  Ethel  O’Brien’s  gift  to 
the  Town  of  Berkley.

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1985  was  an  unprecedented  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  No 
year  in  the  past  decade,  perhaps  never  in  the  history  of  the 
town,  has  shown  such  growth.  It  might  be  helpful  to  show  the 
relative  numbers  of  house  lots  created  over  the  past  decade  so 
that  townspeople  can  get  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
growth  we  are  seeing:

The  lots  listed  above  are  newly  created  house  lots  and  repre- 
sent a potential  for  the  construction  of  new  housing  units 
within  the  town.  1985  saw  the  creation  of  191  Form  A house 
lots  (lots  meeting  the  zoning  requirements  and  situated  on  an 
accepted  street).  It  also  saw  the  creation  of  four  new  sub- 
divisions (new  streets)  and  another  77  house  lots  in  those  sub- 
divisions. This  trend  is  not  likely  to  abate,  since  another  137 
house  lots  have  been  proposed  to  the  Board  in  Preliminary 
Subdivision  forms.  Many  of  those  subdivisions  will  no  doubt 
be  presented  to  the  board  in  the  coming  year. 
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These  staggering  figures  point  to  the  need  for  the  town  to 
protect  the  resources  which  are  now  available,  but  which  could 
be  squandered  in  the  process  of  such  rapid  growth.  The  Board, 
therefore,  presented  a zoning  proposal  to  the  town  to  protect 
wetlands  and  water  resources.  The  Planning  Board  conducted 
hearing  during  the  winter  and  brought  the  proposed  bylaw  to  a 
town  meeting  on  March  7.

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  PM  in  the  Old  Town  Hall.  We  invite  the  participa- 
tion of  interested  residents  of  the  town.

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As  seen  by  the  number  of  permits  issued  over  the  past  four 
years,  there  is,  at  this  time,  a large  increase  in  building  activity 
of  all  kinds  throughout  the  town.  When  considering  requests 
for  permit  applications  in  comparison  to  the  presently 

completed  percolation  tests,  it  is  likely  that  more  than  100  new 
homes  will  be  constructed  in  1986.  In  an  attempt  to  provide 
inspection  services  without  increasing  the  cost  of  the  building 
department,  Berkley  residents  should  become  aware  of  the 

following  information: 

a.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  days  notice  when  requesting 
inspections.  Experienced  contractors  and  builders 
usually  allow  5-7  days  so  they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their 
work  because  appointment  times  have  already  been 
scheduled  for  others. 

b.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  the  processing  of  all 

building  permit  applications.  Federal  and  state  agencies 

are  requiring  more  time  consuming  review  for  compliance 
with  regulatory  statutes  for  the  protection  of  the 
consumer. 

c.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code 

requirements  is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and 

other  interested  parties  at  a nominal  cost.  This  version  is 

not  intended  to  be  complete,  but  only  to  indicate  basic 

requirements  and  general  procedures  necessary  to  follow 
when  applying  for  and  receiving  building  permits  for 
various  purposes. 

d.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  are 

held  in  the  basement  of  the  Edward  G.  Canual  Primary 

School  on  the  second  and  fourth  Saturdays  of  each 

month  from  8:30  - 9:30  A.M.  Other  appointments  may  be 
arranged  at  mutual  convenience  by  calling  822-9603  and 
leaving  a message  with  the  answering  service  provided  at 
that  number. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and 
individuals  for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of 

this  office,  especially  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Treasurer,  the 

Town  Clerk,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Berkley  Council  On  Aging  was  established  by  vote  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  on  March  8,  1973  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet 
the  problems  and  needs  of  the  elderly  in  Berkley,  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  programs  of  the  Executive  Office  of 
Elderly  Affairs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass. 

We  have  continued  to  sponsor  the  following  programs: 

1.  One  free  flu  shot  clinic. 

2.  Ten  full  days  Health  Counseling  Sessions  (once  a month 
except  July  and  August).  A nurse  from  the  Taunton  Visiting 
Nurses  Assoc.,  Inc.,  checks  blood  pressure,  urine  for 
diabetes,  weights,  and  answers  any  health  questions.  The 
health  sessions  are  held  from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  on  the  4th 
Tuesday  of  the  month. 

3.  Sponsored  a conference  to  test  blood  for  anemia  and  sugar 
diabetes. 

4.  Continued  to  provide  and  distribute  Identification 
Discount  cards. 

5.  Participation  with  the  Bristol  County  Home  Health  Care  Corp., 
bringing  home  care  to  the  elderly,  such  services  including 
homemaking,  chore  services,  Medivan  transportation  for  chronic 
and  long  term  medical  problems.  Information  on  legal  services  is 
also  available. 

6.  Continue  to  help  individual  seniors  with  special  needs. 

7.  A branch  of  the  Berkley  Library  is  now  located  at  the  Senior 
Center,  a good  selection  of  books  that  are  considered  interesting 
for  the  elderly  may  be  borrowed  at  any  time  when  the  senior  center 
is  open.  The  Senior  Center  is  located  adjacent  to  the  Myricks 
Methodist  Church  at  93  Myricks  St. 

8.  We  now  have  a Physical  Fitness  Program  for  senior  citizens  under 
the  direction  of  Carol  Kitchenka.  This  is  held  every  Thursday  from 
1 1 a.m.  to  12  noon. 
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9.  The  Berkley  Happy  Hearts  Senior  Club  meet  at  the  center  every 

Monday  at  1:30  p.m.  The  Berkley  Historical  Society  meet  at  the 

center  once  a month  and  the  Book  Club  meet  at  the  center  several 

times  during  the  year. 

We  are  continuing  to  sponsor  the  federal  surplus  food  program 
monthly  and  as  we  are  a member  of  the  Rhode  Island  Food  Bank  we 
have  been  purchasing  other  commodities  to  supplement  this  program. 
We  feel  this  is  a vital  and  necessary  program  to  our  community.  We 
have  been  averaging  service  to  approximately  140  families.  All 
families  gross  income  must  meet  the  current  fuel  assistance  program 
income  range  No.  2 and  the  current  federal  guidelines  under  which 
others  may  comply. 

We  are  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Advisory 
Board  of  the  Bristol  Home  Health  Care  Corp. 

It  was  the  deep  regret  that  in  August  we  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Hugh  Kenworthy  who  has  served  as  our  chairman  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  Council  on  Aging.  He  served  the  senior  citizens  of  Berkley 
diligently  and  with  dedication.  He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

In  September  our  senior  aide  Mrs.  Kathleen  Devine  was  transferred 
to  another  program  thus  leaving  us  with  no  one  to  man  the  center 
from  12  noon  to  4 p.m.  daily.  We  hope  to  have  this  position  filled 
soon  and  then  once  again  will  have  someone  on  duty  during  these 
hours. 

In  January  of  this  year  the  selectmen  appointed  Mr.  Johnny  Pontes 
as  a new  member  to  our  board. 

Our  council  has  tried  to  touch  on  all  state  and  federal  programs 
which  will  benefit  our  senior  citizens.  We  wish  to  thank  all  depart- 
ments which  have  cooperated  with  us  in  this  effort.  Especially  do  we 
wish  to  thank  the  highway  department  and  Civil  Defense  department 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  promoting  our  food  program.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Highway  Department,  over  the  past  year,  has  continued  to 
change  with  the  times.  Over  the  last  eight  years,  being  your  Highway 
Surveyor,  my  goal  was  to  preserve  what  roads  we  have.  Cutting 
shoulders  and  oiling  roadways  only  made  our  roads  safe  from 
potholes  and  cracks.  This  year,  we  went  into  a resurfacing  program, 
which  meant  reshaping  our  present  structure.  Widening  and  changing 
the  contour  surfaces  made  these  highways  a more  pleasant  and  safer 
roadway  to  drive. 

Joining  town  funds  with  state  aid  reimbursements,  the  projects 
started  in  May  and  ended  in  December.  Working  with  neighboring 
Freetown,  Friend  Street  was  completely  resurfaced.  By  joining  equip- 
ment and  labor,  both  saved  money  and  the  work  was  completed  with 
swift  results. 

Main  Street  was  next  on  the  list  and  being  the  main  artery  for  our 
bus  routes,  repaving  had  to  be  done  during  school’s  summer  vacation. 
State  aid  and  grant  reimbursements  were  used  to  finance  this  project. 
As  work  was  being  completed,  Grove  Street  and  a part  of  Locust 
Street  were  being  prepared.  While  resurfacing  Grove  Street,  the 
Myricks  Fire  Station  was  paved  together  to  help  save  what  we  had. 
While  Locust  Street  was  being  refinished,  the  Library,  Common  Fire 
Station,  and  Police  Station  parking  lots  were  paved  too. 

Summer  was  almost  over,  but  we  still  had  time  to  start  one  more 
project.  Berkley  Street  was  going  to  be  reshaped  from  the  Taunton 
line  to  North  Main  Street.  Then  the  problems  came  into  the  picture. 
Due  to  DEQE  permits  and  Hurricane  Gloria,  the  project  came  to  a 
standstill.  A thirty  day  job  became  a ninety  day  nightmare.  Due  to 
lack  of  cooperation  from  the  driving  public,  the  Highway  Department 
was  forced  to  close  the  road  during  paving.  Installation  of  guard  rails 
and  finish  work  will  be  done  in  the  Spring. 

Hurricane  Gloria  made  just  one  big  mess.  Cleanup  was  slow 
because  of  downed  power  lines.  Roadways  were  opened,  but  electrici- 
ty wasn’t  completely  restored  until  four  days  later. 

Purchasing  a loader  and  a military  tractor  helped  cut  rental  costs. 
Replacing  our  one  ton  truck  helped  cut  down  on  repairs.  Within  the 
next  two  years,  the  Highway  Department  should  be  equipped  with  all 
the  necessary  equipment  to  handle  any  basic  highway  project. 
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Projects  in  the  drawing  stage  are  the  reconstruction  of  seventy-five 
hundred  feet  of  Padelford  Street  and  parts  of  Bay  View  Avenue. 
These  are  two  big  projects  and  will  require  much  of  our  time  this  next 
year.  Resurfacing  parts  of  Bryant  Street  and  Locust  Street  may  be 
considered.  Until  the  location  of  the  new  Berkley  Bridge  is  establish- 
ed, the  reconstruction  of  Elm  Street  is  at  a “hold”. 

By  screening  and  processing  our  own  winter  sand,  the  Highway 
Department  has  saved  the  town  over  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a 
ton.  When  you  use  the  average  of  twenty-five  tons  a year,  the  saving 
could  mount  up. 

The  town  has  been  working  to  bring  the  Highway  Department  in- 
ventory from  two  trucks  and  a backhoe  to  a well  equipped  depart- 
ment. The  town  has  proven  to  me  that  as  long  as  we  work  together, 
most  things  can  be  accomplished.  Changing  times  has  finally  caught 
up  with  Berkley.  Berkley  has  lost  something  that  most  small  towns 
were  proud  to  be  known  for.  Let’s  bring  back  peace  and  quiet  to 
Berkley  so  that  we  can  enjoy  what  we  have  today.

A written  “Request 
for  Determination’’  or  the  filing  of  a “Notice  of  Intent’’  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  together  with  plans 
showing  the  existing  characteristics  of  the  area  and  the  extent  of  the 
work  to  be  done.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  our  report  to  the 
townspeople  for  1985.  This  past  year  was  a very  active  one  in  Berkley 
as  the  town  experienced  the  anniversary  celebration  commemorating 
250  years  of  incorporation.  Starting  with  the  recreation  of  the  first 
town  meeting  and  ending  with  a spectacular  fireworks  exhibition,  the 
townspeople  became  involved  in  the  largest  community  event  ever  to 
take  place  in  Berkley.  As  a result,  the  town  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
a community  spirit  emerge  that  we  hope  will  continue  in  the  years  to 
come. 

The  activity  within  the  Board  of  Selectmen  increased  this  past  year 
as  the  town  experienced  continued  and  rapid  growth.  There  were 
eleven  hearings  held  relative  to  new  business  within  the  town,  with 
permits  being  granted  for  a horse  stable,  dog  kennel,  gun  shop,  multi- 
ple family  dwelling,  dog  grooming  salon,  two  Class  II  auto  dealerships 
and  a hardware  store.  Applications  for  a propane  gas  facility  and  a 
Class  III  Auto  License  (Salvage  Yard)  was  denied. 

In  1985,  the  school  department  instituted  a student  government  pro- 
gram, and  for  one  meeting  the  town’s  government  was  directed  by 
John  Botelho,  Roger  Vincellette  and  Joyce  Stevens.  These  students 
from  the  Berkley  Middle  School  reviewed  the  town  financial  warrant 
and  conducted  the  required  special  permit  hearing  for  a business  ap- 
plication. 

In  March,  Selectmen  participated  in  the  legislative  conference  held 
at  the  State  House.  This  annual  event  serves  as  a valuable  aid  in  keep- 
ing informed  of  current  state  actions  as  they  pertain  to  town  affairs. 
In  addition,  the  annual  cherry  sheet  detailing  state  reimbursements  is 
also  first  distributed  at  this  meeting,  and  the  Selectmen  are  able  to  use 
this  information  in  forecasting  the  town’s  financial  picture  for  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

During  the  spring  of  1985  Selectmen  were  pleased  to  have  Con- 
gressmen Barney  Frank  attend  their  meeting  to  discuss  Berkley’s 
needs.  It  is  noted  that  Rep.  Frank  was  instrumental  in  aiding  Select- 
men in  securing  federal  funds  for  the  replacement  of  the  Berkley- 
Dighton  Bridge.  Along  with  the  commitment  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works,  the  bridge  project  is  well  under  way.  An 
environmental  impact  statement  is  currently  being  prepared,  and  we 
expect  public  hearings  to  be  conducted  during  1986  prior  to  actual 
commencement  of  design  work. 
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The  town  came  closer  to  the  installation  of  cable  TV  in  1985.  After 
some  initial  setbacks  due  to  technical  problems  with  the  system,  Con- 
tinental Cablevision  announced  that  the  main  receiving  tower  would 
be  located  in  Berkley,  with  Dighton  and  Freetown  being  serviced  from 
the  Berkley  station. 

The  Myricks  landfill  remained  a major  issue  in  1985.  After  constant 
delays  by  the  original  owner  of  the  former  landfill,  the  company  was 
purchased  by  a new  fire.  Selectmen  have  been  able  to  secure  funding 
of  a municipal  water  line  into  the  Myricks  area  to  be  financed  by  the 
new  owners.  Fifteen  homes  that  have  had  problems  with  well  water 
will  be  able  to  connect  to  this  line.  Also,  other  homes  in  the  area  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  procure  municipal  water  in  the  future.  In- 
stallation of  the  water  line  is  not  a final  solution  to  the  pollution  pro- 
blems associated  with  the  area,  and  an  environmental  impact  state- 
ment is  currently  under  way.  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  will 
continue  in  their  work  to  effect  an  acceptable  clean-up  solution. 


During  1985,  a series  of  aquifer  protection  meetings  was  instituted 
by  the  Selectmen  to  gain  input  and  comments  from  town  committees 
and  residents  relative  to  the  preserving  of  our  groundwater  supply. 
Much  information  was  brought  forth  at  these  meetings,  and  selectmen 
have  also  attended  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Audobon  Society  and 
the  State  to  gain  additional  aid  in  dealing  with  this  important  subject. 
Additional  meetings  are  anticipated  to  be  conducted  in  the  future  in 
order  to  continue  citizen  involvement  and  to  help  the  Planning  Board 
coordinate  aquifer  protection  by-law  proposals. 

As  Berkley  continues  to  grow,  the  need  for  new  personnel  to  handle 
services  has  become  apparent.  In  order  to  establish  a fair  and 
equitable  payroll  and  benefits  program,  the  town  voted  to  establish  a 
Personnel  By-Law  Committee  during  1985.  Headed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  this  group  has  been  charged  with  writing  a 
policy  covering  town  employees  so  that  all  departments  will  be  treated 
equally.  This  committee  held  several  meetings  in  1985  and  is  expected 
to  report  to  the  town  during  the  coming  year. 


Another  new  committee  established  in  1985  was  the  Town  Meeting 
Committee.  This  group  has  been  charged  with  increasing  education 
and  awareness  at  our  town  meetings.  Patterned  after  a successful 
similar  program  in  Ludlow,  the  committee  appears  to  be  capable  of 
filling  a definite  need  within  the  community. 
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For  the  first  time  in  1985,  the  town  contracted  for  an  independent 
financial  audit  by  a private  accounting  firm  rather  than  by  the  State. 
The  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Accountant  and  other  town  officials  have 
met  with  Malone  and  Tandler  of  Boston  to  review  the  financial 
records  of  the  town,  and  their  public  report  will  be  completed  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  our  appreciation  to  other  town  officials,  boards  and 
employees.  Without  their  dedication  and  support,  our  tasks  would  be 
much  more  difficult.  Also,  we  wish  to  thank  the  many  residents  who 
have  offered  suggestion  and  have  volunteered  for  positions  on  various 
committees  and  boards.  Their  interest  has  been  invaluable. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  remind  residents  that  our  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public  and  are  normally  held  each  Thursday  night  at  the 
Edward  G.  Canuel  Primary  School.  All  residents  are  welcome  and  en- 
couraged to  attend.  It  is  only  by  listening  to  the  concerns  and  sugges- 
tions of  citizens  that  we  can  hope  to  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  town.

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BERKLEY  WATER  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Berkley  Water  Commission  was  formed  by  town  meeting  vote 
in  1985.  At  that  time,  the  town  installed  the  current  Board  of  Select- 
men to  serve  as  water  commissioners  until  the  1986  elections,  at  which 
time  the  commission  will  become  a separate  elected  office. 

The  need  for  this  commission  was  established  after  selectmen 
negotiated  an  agreement  with  the  owners  of  the  Myricks  landfill  to 
install  7,700  feet  of  municipal  water  lines  in  the  Myricks  area.  Subse- 
quent meetings  with  Mayor  Johnson  of  Taunton,  as  well  as  the  Taun- 
ton City  Council  and  Water  Department,  resulted  in  an  agreement  for 
Berkley  to  acquire  water  from  the  City  of  Taunton. 

The  Water  Commission  will  be  charged  with  establishing  regula- 
tions relative  to  water  line  extensions,  tie-ins,  use,  and  materials.  In 
addition,  it  will  function  as  an  autonomous  body  in  assessing  water 
rates  and  receiving  fees,  as  well  as  being  responsible  for  the  upkeep  of 
the  system.  Initially,  the  line  will  be  installed  to  serve  fifteen  homes 
with  known  water  problems.  However,  in  the  future,  additional 
homes  and  businesses  may  be  added  to  the  system  at  their  own  option. 

The  Water  Commission  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  John  Fernandes  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  his  help  and  interest  in  instituting  this  new  town 
department.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  Highway  Surveyor  Ray- 
mond Rose  and  the  Berkley  Conservation  Commission  for  their  aid  in 
facilitating  the  actual  design  and  planning  of  the  project.  Lastly,  we 
thank  Mayor  Richard  Johnson  and  Taunton  Water  Superintendent, 
Joseph  Souza  for  their  professional  courtesy  and  willingness  to  help 
their  neighboring  community.  Without  the  cooperation  of  the  City  of 
Taunton,  this  project  would  not  have  been  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMUNICATION  CENTER 
1985 

In  January  of  1980,  due  to  the  resignation  of  Etta  Fournier,  it 
became  necessary  for  the  Town  of  Berkley  to  establish  a center  to 
receive  emergency  fire  and  ambulance  calls.  Mrs.  Fournier  had  been  a 
loyal  fire  dispatcher  for  many  years.  It  seemed  practical  to  include  this 
same  service  for  police  calls.  The  police  department  had  operated  for 
many  years  with  pagers  and  telephone.  The  new  system  served  the 
town  in  a much  more  efficient  manner. 

Even  though  the  center  is  housed  in  a trailer,  we  have  grown  to  be 
an  important  link  in  the  service  to  and  safety  of  this  community.  In 
addition  to  receiving  emergency  calls  for  Police,  Fire,  Ambulance  and 
Highway  Departments,  we  take  numerous  calls  requesting  assistance 
and  information.  Most  of  the  town  offices  are  scattered  throughout 
the  town  and  we  direct  many  people  to  the  correct  location.  The  center 
is  staffed  twenty-four  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week  and  is  the  ideal 
place  for  residents  and  visitors  alike  to  seek  information. 

We  distribute  building  permits,  wiring  permits,  and  burning  permits 
in  addition  to  receiving  and  delivering  inter-department  messages.  We 
have  been  a collection  area  for  the  fund  drive  for  the  families  that 
have  been  burned  out  in  house  fires.  We  sponsored  the  fund  drive  for 
the  Jaws  of  Life  for  the  Fire  Department.  Today,  we  have  a 
Communication  Center  with  a well  trained  staff  that  tries  to  handle  all 
calls  in  a professional  and  courteous  manner  around  the  clock.  We’re 
always  at  your  service  and  try  to  be  everything  to  everybody,  but  first 
and  foremost  in  our  minds  is  the  safety  of  the  people  of  this 
community. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Communication 
Center  for  all  their  support  in  the  past  year.  I would  also  like  to  thank 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  Fire  Chief  for  all  their  help  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  center.  Finally,  let  me  say  thank  you  to  Raymond  Rose, 
Highway  Surveyor  for  his  unending  patience  and  understanding.

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Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  To  enter  kindergarten,  a child  must  be  five  (5)  years  of  age  by 
September  1. 

2.  A birth  certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria,  per- 
tussis, tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  exempted  for 
medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registration  time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  arranged  for  a 
hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 

Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  a doctor’s  certificate  is  only  necessary  for  com- 
municable diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to  school  unless  the 
school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically  stating  the  name  of  the 
medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the  student’s  diagnosis,  and  the 
necessity  of  taking  the  medication  during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s 
order  should  be  accompanied  by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the 
parent  requesting  the  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check 
with  the  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parent  and 
only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  (4)  and  eight 

(8). 

Pediculosis  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  committee  to  send  pupils  home  from 
school  for  treatment  if  they  are  found  to  have  pediculosis. 

A pupil  who  has  pediculosis  shall  be  sent  home  from  school  by  the 
principal  or  his  designee.  Parents  are  responsible  for  transportation. 
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Re-admission  to  school  is  subject  to  approval  by  the  school  nurse.  A 
student  may  be  re-admitted  to  school  the  day  after  he/she  is  sent 
home.  If  pediculosis  is  discovered  in  a pupil  on  three  (3)  occasions,  the 
fourth  (4th)  incident  will  require  a certificate  from  a physician. 

School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  expected  to  bring 
with  him/her  a written  excuse  from  a parent  explaining  his/her 
absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day  should  be 
made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  principal’s  office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Middle  School,  is  open 
from  7:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.

Primary  9:20  A.M.  to  3:20  P.M. 

Middle  8:35  A.M.  to  2:35  P.M. 

Students,  who  are  not  transported  to  school  by  bus,  should  arrive  at 
their  respective  school  fifteen  (15)  minutes  before  the  start  of  classes.

There  could  be  a “late-start  day’’  announcement  followed  in  an 
hour  or  so  by  a “no  school  day”  if  there  is  a change  for  the  worse  in 
the  weather  conditions. 
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Emergency  Situations 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  emergencies  may  arise  while  students 
are  in  school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students  may  be  released  early. 
We  will  place  such  announcements  on  the  radio;  however,  all  parents 
may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very  important  that  parents  make  ar- 
rangements for  the  shelter  and  supervision  of  their  child  in  case  of 
such  emergencies.  Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and 
students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are  not  at  home. 

Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  grades  K-12.  Bus 
rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the  School  Committee.  A 
student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of  riding  to  and  from  school  by 
misbehavior.  The  enforcement  of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
bus  driver.  An  infraction  of  the  bus  rules  will  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  pupil  (s)  involved  by  a verbal  explanation  and  warning  by 
the  driver.  If  a verbal  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver  will  com- 
plete a written  report.  A pupil  may  be  placed  on  probation  if,  in  the 
judgement  of  the  principal,  the  student’s  behavior  has  been  unaccep- 
table. A pupil  shall  lose  his/her  priviledge  of  riding  on  the  bus  for 
serious  infractions  which  affect  the  safety  of  the  driver  and  other 
youngsters  on  the  bus  or  for  acts  of  deliberate  vandalism.

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Report  Of  The  Superintendent  Of  Schools 

To  The  Citizens  Of  The  Town  Of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  ninth  report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during 
the  calendar  year  1985. 

Public  school  education  has  been  in  the  spotlight  since  the  publica- 
tion in  April,  1983  of  “A  Nation  at  Risk,”  the  national  report  on 
public  school  education.  In  Massachusetts,  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  appointed  a joint  committee  to  study  our  public 
education  system  shortly  after  the  national  report  was  released.  As  a 
result  of  that  study  and  a very  long  legislative  process,  Chapter  188  of 
the  Acts  of  1985,  the  Public  School  Improvement  Act,  was  signed  into 
law  in  August,  1985.  Space  limitations  do  not  permit  a detailed  ex- 
planation of  the  more  than  fifty  sections  of  the  chapter.  Suffice  to  say, 
the  new  law  will  have  a major  impact  on  your  schools  beginning  in 
September,  1985.  In  summary,  the  law  includes  the  establishment  of 
School  Improvement  Councils  for  each  school  with  funds  provided  by 
the  state  on  a per  pupil  basis.  The  council  includes  the  principal, 
teachers,  parents,  and  a citizen  from  the  community.  Your  School  Im- 
provement Councils  have  been  appointed  and  are  active  as  this  report 
is  written.  The  notion  of  mandated  parent  and  citizen  involvement  in 
your  schools  is  welcomed  because  we  have  been  nurturing  your  in- 
volvement with  our  partnership  program  for  nine  years.  The  Act  also 
includes  provisions  for  testing,  teacher  evaluation,  professional 
development,  minimum  teacher  salaries,  leadership  academies  for  ad- 
ministrators, grants  in  essential  skills,  early  childhood  education,  and 
leadership  programs  for  teachers. 

Only  a few  sections  of  the  Act  take  effect  during  the  1985-86  school 
year.  The  majority  are  scheduled  for  implementation  during  the 
1986-87  school  year. 

The  major  problem  faced  by  your  school  system  continues  to  be  in- 
sufficient funds  to  support  your  expectations. 

We  have  chronicled  that  concern  in  these  pages  for  the  past  five 
years.  The  only  change  in  the  current  report  is  now  the  available  funds 
must  be  expended  on  building  repairs.  Primarily,  these  ‘‘must  do” 
building  repairs  have  been  limited  to  roof  repairs  and  are  the  result  of 
deferring  these  repairs  during  the  financial  crunch  we  experienced  the 
first  years  of  Proposition  2 1/2. 
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The  repair  problems  coupled  with  increased  enrollment  in  the 
primary  grades  will  necessitate  creative  financial  solutions  and 
building  utilization  plans  to  adequately  house  the  additional 
classrooms  required. 

To  solve  the  space  problem,  which  became  a major  problem  in 
September,  1984  with  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  another  sec- 
tion of  kindergarten,  a School  Building  Committee  was  appointed  at 
the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  spring  of  1984.  That  committee  has 
hired  an  architect  and  is  scheduled  to  make  its  report  at  a special  town 
meeting  this  winter. 

It  is  clear  to  anyone  who  has  looked  at  your  facilities  that  you  have 
had  facility  needs  for  at  least  fifteen  years.  The  erection  of  the  por- 
table buildings  did  not  solve  the  problem!  However,  it  did  apparently 
make  some  townspeople  believe  that  the  problem  was  solved.  It  is  very 
obvious  to  almost  everyone  that  the  addition  of  the  portables  rather 
than  construction  of  adequate  facilities  was  a mistake;  a mistake 
which  must  be  corrected  now  by  approving  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee recommendation. 

In  the  interim,  you  face  a very  serious  housing  problem  in 
September,  1986.  It  is  impossible  to  house  an  additional  section  of 
first  grade  at  the  Canuel  School.  Solutions  available  are  not  attractive. 
Frankly,  if  the  town  has  approved  construction  of  adequate  facilities, 
one  of  the  unattractive  solutions  would  be  acceptable  pending  the 
opening  of  the  additional  permanent  facilities. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  additional  permanent  facilities  are  not 
approved,  the  solutions  available  for  September  are  very  expensive 
and  unattractive.  The  voters  of  Berkley  must  provide  the  permanent 
facilities  for  grades  K through  8 and  finances  required  to  provide 
educational  programs  and  facilities  which  meet  the  needs  of  today’s 
youngsters. 

EDUCATION  IS  A SOUND  INVESTMENT  IN  AMERICA. 
Reflections 

Educators  are  eternal  optimists.  It  is  the  nature  of  our  daily  respon- 
sibilities to  have  that  type  of  attitude.  On  occasion,  that  eternal  op- 
timists’ attitude  may  mask  the  real  problems  facing  public  school 
education  in  your  community.  Yes,  you  hear  us  complain.  However, 
we  continue  to  do  the  job!  Today’s  teacher  faces  many  more  problems 
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that  he/she  faced  a decade  ago.  Teaching  has  always  been  a very  dif- 
ficult job  but  now,  more  than  ever  before,  it  is  also  a very  stressful 
job.  That  stress  comes  from  personal  expectations,  community  expec- 
tations, insufficient  support,  and  a decrease  in  respect  for  teaching  as 
a profession. 

With  that  as  background,  I confidently  state  that  your  youngsters 
are  receiving  an  outstanding  education  provided  by  dedicated  ad- 
ministrators, teachers,  and  support  staff  who  truly  care  about  your 
children. 

I call  your  attention  to  the  report  from  Mr.  Edward  G.  Canuel 
which  follows:

I hereby  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as  principal  of  Berkley 
Schools. 

Personnel  Changes 

We  have  never  experienced  personnel  changes  as  we  have  in  the 
1985-86  school  year.  Resignations,  retirement,  leave  of  absence, 
change  in  personnel  assignments,  and  new  personnel  were  reasons  for 
these  changes.  We  must,  therefore,  express  our  gratitude  to  the  many 
educators  who  have  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  effort  to  the 
Berkley  School  System  and  to  enthusiastically  welcome  their 
replacements  to  the  Berkley  School  System. 

I must  single  out,  however,  Irene  Pillsbury,  grade  four  teacher; 
Janet  Outlaw,  art  teacher;  and  Monica  Francisco,  secretary,  for  the 
many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  our  school  system  and  students. 
They  were  assets  to  the  Berkley  School  System.  We  wish  them  success 
in  their  retirement  and/or  in  their  new  ventures. 

We  must  also  welcome  our  new  personnel:  Joan  Behmke,  grade 
four;  Margaret  Bouchard,  resource  teacher;  Marjorie  Brynes,  school 
psychologist/adjustment  counselor;  Mary  Farnham,  adaptive 
physical  education  teacher;  Donna  Fedele,  kindergarten  aide;  Carol 
Huff,  art  teacher;  Joy  Kennedy,  resource  teacher;  Ellen  Jennings, 
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secretary;  Susan  Lopes,  resource  aide;  Ann  Morley,  reading/science; 
Maureen  Pontes,  clerk;  Lynn  Quint,  resource  aide;  and  Linda  Red- 
mond, kindergarten  aide.  I am  certain  that  they  will  serve  our  school 
system  well. 

Curriculum 

After  two  to  three  years  of  project  development,  we  were  ready  to 
implement  the  greatest  curriculum  changes  in  the  history  of  the 
Berkley  School  System. 

The  following  programs  became  a reality  with  the  start  of  the 
1985-86  school  year: 

Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program 
Communications  Skills  Program  (K-3) 

Expo  Writing  Program  (1-8) 

Handwriting  Program  (K-3) 

Health/Physical  Education  Programs  (1-8) 

Staff  Development  Program 
Vocabulary  Program  (4-8) 

These  programs  are  bringing  new  educational  approaches  that  will 
need  some  adjustment  by  our  staff. 

The  following  school  year  will  see  the  expansion  of  the  above  pro- 
grams and  the  implementation  of  the  Mathematics  Project. 


Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985 

After  two  (2)  years  of  study  and  debate,  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  passed  and  Governor  Michael  Dukakis  signed  into  law  the 
Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985.  We  hope  that  these  funds 
will  help  to  strengthen  and  improve  the  educational  systems  in  both 
Massachusetts  and  Berkley. 

This  legislation  deals  with  five  (5)  major  formula  grants.  These  are: 

School  Improvement  Fund 
Equal  Educational  Opportunity  Grant 
Professional  Development  Grant 
Minimum  Teacher  Salary 
Horace  Mann  Grants 
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The  Berkley  School  System  has  a School  Improvement  Council  for 
each  school.  They  are  composed  of  the  principal,  teachers,  and 
parents.  These  councils  will  make  recommendations  for  the  expen- 
diture of  certain  of  the  above  funds.  Hopefully,  these  grants  will 
enable  our  school  system  to  alleviate  some  of  the  burdens  encountered 
by  Proposition  2 1/2. 

250th  Celebration 

Berkley  showed  that  it  is  a community  that  is  proud  of  its  heritage. 
Monica  Francisco  and  Donna  Benoit,  Co-chairpersons  for  this 
celebration,  deserve  the  town’s  gratitude  for  their  time  and  efforts  in 
providing  many  activities  aimed  at  all  age  groups  in  the  250th 
festivities.  Our  school  system  was  proud  to  be  a part  of  this  communi- 
ty celebration  whether  it  was  playing  in  the  softball  marathon,  par- 
ticipating in  the  parade,  or  being  involved  in  many  other  activities.  We 
tried  to  do  our  share  and  we  were  pleased  to  be  a part  of  the  250th 
Anniversary  Celebration. 

School  Facilities 

The  work  of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  is  about  to  bring 
results.  After  nearly  fourteen  (14)  months  of  meetings,  the  committee 
will  soon  make  its  recommendation  to  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

Very  important  decisions  will  face  Berkley  citizens  at  the  beginning 
of  the  1986  calendar  year.  These  decisions  must  be  made  in  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  children  of  Berkley. 

The  following  concerns  need  to  be  kept  in  mind  when  you  consider 
the  Building  Needs  Committee  recommendations: 

1.  Both  schools  have  inadequate  facilities.  The  Primary  School  houses 
the  kindergarten,  resource  programs,  Chapter  I,  speech  programs, 
and  physical  education  programs  in  small  basement  rooms.  The 
Middle  School  also  conducts  programs,  namely:  resource  pro- 
grams, Chapter  I,  speech,  music,  art,  library,  and  certain  offices,  in 
poor  facilities. 

2.  Our  students  receive  minimal  instructional  programs.  Voca- 
tional/occupational programs,  general  music,  foreign  language  are 
not  offered  in  the  upper  grades.  Our  students  need  these  programs 
in  order  to  be  competitive  at  the  high  school  level. 
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3.  Berkley  is  a growing  community.  There  is  and  will  continue  to  be 
significant  housing  construction.  The  reality  is  that  our  facilities 
allow  us  to  have  two  (2)  rooms  per  grade.  If  our  enrollment  in- 
creases, class  size  would  be  a great  concern. 


Conclusion 

We  must  highlight  certain  groups  for  their  contributions  to  our 
school  system: 

The  Berkley  Parent/Teacher  Organization  — their  interest,  con- 
tributions, and  support  continue  to  be  unsurpassed. 

The  Enrichment  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Marjorie 
Ghilarducci,  provides  our  students  with  many  educational  and 
cultural  programs. 

The  Somerset  School  System  through  its  cooperation  and  rapport  with 
our  school  system  enables  our  students  to  make  a good  adjustment  in 
the  transition  year  and  to  have  good  high  school  programs. 

The  many  community  organizations,  their  support  has  been  very 
helpful. 

Finally,  the  continued  cooperation,  support,  and  encouragement  of 
the  Berkley  School  Committee,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington, 
Superintendent,  Ms.  Sherry  Medeiros,  teachers,  school  personnel, 
cafeteria  personnel,  and  office  staff  allow  us  to  have  a good  school 
system.  I am  very  grateful  to  work  with  such  committed  professionals. 
I also  thank  our  parents  and  students  for  helping  to  make  1985  a suc- 
cessful year.

In  the  past,  our  annual  report  has  recorded  the  results  of  our  annual 
goals  and  objectives,  our  theme  for  the  year,  the  results  of  our  cur- 
riculum review  and  renewal,  and  the  Project  Program.  Those  pro- 
grams and  activities  continued  and  were  expanded  in  1985.  You  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  receive  reports  on  these  topics  throughout  the 
year. 
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As  indicated  earlier  in  my  introduction  and  in  the  report  from  Mr. 
Canuel,  many  positive  opportunities  exist  for  your  youngsters  as  a 
result  of  the  extra  effort  of  the  staff.  The  enthusiasm  for  maintaining 
and  improving  programs  is  generated  by  interested,  caring,  profes- 
sional members  of  the  faculty  who  are  actively  involved  in  leadership 
roles  in  the  curriculum  Project  Program,  by  classroom  teachers  who 
successfully  implement  the  changes  and  by  supportive,  enthusiastic, 
caring  administrative  staff. 

Space  limits  coverage  of  those  activities  to  a very  brief  status  report. 

Communication  Skills 

Extensive  curriculum  guides  and  materials  were  distributed  prior  to 
the  opening  of  school.  We  are  currently  in  the  implementation  stage. 
Project  Director,  Mr.  Jeffrey  Day,  is  in  constant  written  and  verbal 
communication  with  principals  and  classroom  teachers  to  answer 
questions  and  concerns.  The  initial  reactions  of  the  staff  to  the  revi- 
sions and  written  material  have  been  very  positive.  Throughout  the 
first  year,  1985-86,  assessments  will  be  made  of  pupil  progress  and  of 
the  need  for  adjustments  in  scope  and  sequence  charts.  The  complete 
phase-in  of  the  revised  curriculum  will  be  completed  during  the 
1986-87  school  year. 

Health  Education 

The  revisions  and  expansion  of  our  health  education  curriculum 
received  extensive  input  from  a very  active,  large  group  of  parents. 
The  focus  of  the  attention  was  the  secondary  grades  with  a special 
concentration  at  the  high  school.  In  grades  K-8,  health  is  now  a sub- 
ject which  receives  a grade  on  the  report  card.  During  1985-86,  all 
youngsters  in  grades  K-8  receive  instruction  in  health  at  least  once  a 
week.  Beginning  in  September,  1986,  health  instruction  will  be  ex- 
panded to  two  periods  a week. 

The  implementation  of  the  health  education  curriculum  for  grades 
K-8  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen  Ives,  teacher  of  health  educa- 
tion at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Staff  Development 

A very  active,  energetic  group  of  teachers  representing  all  the 
schools  in  the  system  led  by  Mr.  Alfred  L.  St.  John,  Principal  of 
Anawan/Palmer  River  School,  has  established  an  inservice  program 
which  was  developed  by  assessing  the  needs  of  the  faculty. 
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The  inservice  program  thus  far  has  included  summer  projects,  col- 
lege credit  courses  conducted  in  our  system,  courses  at  the 
Cooperative  Production  Tech  Center  and  a full-day  workshop  on 
teaching  and  learning  styles. 

The  youngsters  in  our  classrooms  are  the  direct  beneficiaries  of  our 
inservice  Staff  Development  Program. 

The  financial  resources  and  staff  time  devoted  to  our  Staff  Develop- 
ment Program  will  pay  dividends  now  and  in  the  future. 

I recently  came  across  a quotation  by  an  internationally  renowned 
educator,  Ralph  Tyler,  which  succinctly  states  the  importance  of 
education: 

“Teaching  is  society’s  most  important  oc- 
cupation. The  kind  of  society  we  want  to 
live  in,  what  we  want  our  children  to  be  — 
our  whole  hopes  — depend  on 
education.” 

Conclusion 

The  preceding  information  provides  a thumbnail  description  of  the 
highlights  of  1985.  If  you  have  concluded  that  there  are  concerns 
which  must  be  addressed  and  that  the  educational  programs  offered  to 
your  youngsters  are,  under  the  circumstances,  outstanding  in  many 
respects,  you  have  heard  our  message. 

I appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  received  from  the 
members  of  the  school  committee.  They  devote  many  late  night  hours 
in  the  interest  of  your  children. 

The  central  office  staff,  as  a result  of  their  talent,  commitment,  and 
extra  effort,  make  a very  complex  operation  run  smoothly  and  effi- 
ciently. They  have  the  ability  and  desire  to  creatively  solve  impossible 
situations  thereby  making  my  job  easier. 

I continue  to  serve  with  the  enthusiasm  which  initially  brought  me 
to  the  position.  I am  pleased  with  what  has  been  accomplished  and  op- 
timistic about  the  challenges  of  the  future.
